Police had been searching for 
tho youth since November, after 
reports that he had been seen in 
Bristol on Oct. 22, the day that 
Carol Ann's body was found in 
St. Mark’s Church, Bristol. 


They never listed Roach as a 
suspect, always insisting that they 
merely wanted to talk to him. 


Roach was finally located on 
Friday, and three police officers 
working on the case went down 
to Midway Island, Va., to talk to 
him. 


Roach told them that he had 
t)ccn out of the Bristol arca since 
September, and that on Oct. 22 
he was working as a laborer in 
Alexandria, Va. 


Worked With Contractor 


The three police officers took 
him back to Alexandria, where 
Roach said he had been working 
from 7 a m. to 7 p.m. for a local 
contractor who was putting in a 
driveway at a private home. 
The contractor identified Roach, 
and he was also recognized by 
the couple who lived in the house 
where the driveway had been in­ 
stalled.
